Australia replied six minutes later when Jim 
Patikas slipped the ball to John G: Shea, but his 
drive was wide. 

Franken literally clawed his way through the 
air to stop a blockbuster from Steve Hodge while

Franken had to dive and smother the ball at the 
feet of Jim McInally early in the second half and 
denied Bowyer a winning chance three minutes 
from time when another brave dive at the onru- 
shing player brought a congratulatory pat from 
the Forest skipper. 


Australia came more into the game in the 
second half with Robbie Slater shooting across the 
face of the goal and heading twice into the hands 
of Forest keeper Steve Sutton. 

Most of the Forest players were content to stay 
out of trouble and push the ball around and the 
Australians livened only in the last 20 minutes 
when the quick-moving Charlie Egan replaced the 
slower Doug Brown. 


“We must be objective in looking at the result 
and realise that the B team has drawn with Not- 
tingham Forest, who finished third in the English 
first division,’ said Thomson. 


“In fact they got better as the game continued 
and were desperate to do well. Franken was out- 
standing and Slater played well in only his second 
full match appearance.’

Wallace said he knew about 
the. arrangements for this tour 
whereby Rangers would ‘play 
four games in eight days but 
said he needed the tour to work 
out tactical schemes and play- 
ers. 


But he added there was no 
way they would come back 
under similar terms.

This was so close 
to being one of the 
greatest moments in 
the history of inter- 
national soccer in 
Australia. But for a 
lapse in concentra- 
tion from goalkeeper 
Terry Greedy in the 
79th minute, Frank 
Arok’s national ‘‘A”’ 
team would have 
beaten, and justifia- 
bly so, one of the 
finest club outfits in 
the world. 


A win would have been all 
the more gratifying for the 
Australian camp because let 
no-one make the mistake of 
not recognising the fierce, 
competitive nature of this ab- 
sorbing encounter, played in 
front of the biggest crowd to 
watch a soccer match in Vic- 
toria since the 1956 Olympics. 

Some said after the match 
that they were disappointed at 
the physical, sometimes vio- 
lent nature of the game. They 
had expected Juventus to ex- 
hibit the passing skills and 
flair for which it is renowned. 

It didn’t. Because it wasn’t 
allowed to by an Australian 
team which is as competitive, 
as aggressive as any team 
which has worn the green and 
gold in the past 20 years. 

4 David Ratcliffe did a splen- 
did job of shadowing the great 
Paolo Rossi; Alan Davidson 
and Graham Jennings pushed 
forward as they have done so 
often in this series, and Mar- 
shall Soper and Charlie Egan 
made damn sure that whene- 
ver Juventus full backs An- 
tonio Cabrini and Nicola 
Caricola tried to overlap they 
were picked up. 

Amidst all this effort from 
the Australians, 2" this tre- 
mendous will-to-win and self 
belief, stood Kenny Murphy 
and Joe Watson in midfield. 

Collectively, they’re prob- 
ably worth about $35,000 on the 
Australian market. They were 
up against players whose value 
runs into millions but not for 
these two Socceroos a pau- 
per’s role, Far from it. 

Watson jinked in and out of 
tight situations, playing it 
simple at exactly the right 
time, and proving as he has 
done since playing against 
England last year, that he is 
an international of the highest 
order 

Murphy's tremendous run- 
ning ability and his amazing 
aggression surprised the Ital- 
ians. He challenged as if his 


life depended on it. He also ~

took on the responsibility of 
Tunning at opponents, which 
shows you what sort of con- 
fidence he’s got at this level. 
He's an established inter- 
national now. 

What a pity that Tasmanian 
referee Jack Johnston didn’t 
display similar confidence. 
His was easily the worst dis- 
play of refereeing I’ve seen in 
an international match in this 
country. 

The occasion was just too 
much for Johnston. The atmos- 
phere was electric well before 
the kick-off as thousands of 
flag-waving, chanting Italians 
turned the MCG into a part of 
Turin last Sunday afternoon. 

The match was just four 
minutes old when Caricola 
clearly body-checked Soper 
inside the area, allowing Ste- 
fana Tracconi to gather the 
ball safely. Johnston saw it dif- 
ferently, waving play on. 

A few minutes later, Zbig- 
niew Boniek, in possession just 
inside his attacking half, saw 
Davidson charging toward 
him. Boniek, at the last min- 
ute, took a step toward David- 
son and their bodies clashed. 
Boniek immediately appealed 
for a free kick, shaking his 
head in feigned disbelief at Da- 
vidson’s “‘clumsiness’’. John- 
ston gave Boniek a free kick. 

Just 10 minutes had elapsed 
but Arok already was in a fren- 
zy, directing his high-pitched 
screams at his players, at the 
opposition, and at Johnston. 

The referee made matters 
worse in the 28th minute. 
Soper slid in too late as Tac- 
coni picked up the ball. The 
tall Italian spun around and 
felled Soper with a straight 
left. At least 36,060 people saw 
the incident. Johnston ob- 
viously didn’t. After breaking 
up the brawl which erupted 
and which involved both 
benches having to run onto the 
pitch to calm tempers, John- 
ston, who clearly should have 
sent off Tacconi, didn’t even 
book the Italian! 

Late in the first half Watson 
tangled with Boniek, who 
swung a punch at the Austral- 
ian midfielder right in front of 
Johnston. Watson was booked. 
Boniek escaped unscathed. 

A word about the maestro 
Boniek. The Polish inter- 
national certainly can play- 
No-one in the world can deny 
that. He also is one of the snea- 
kiest players off the ball that 
I've ever seen. He’s niggly, he 
moans und whinges when 
things don't po his way, he 


loves to manhandle opponents, 
he’s not averse to tripping and 
shirt-pulling and he’s been a 
poor ambassador so far. Ask 
countless journalists and 
photographers who have had 
the misfortune of trying to talk 
to Boniek in Australia. 

But back to the match. 

in the 15th minute Jennings 
played the ball to John Kos- 
mina and set off down the 
right. Kosmina cleverly touch- 
ed the ball off to Murphy 
whose delightful first-time 
pass sent Jennings through. 
But the full back pushed the 
ball a bit too far in front and 


Tacconi, who had charged off - 


his line quickly, was able to 
smother at Jennings’ feet. 
Tacconi again was in the 
thick of the action when he had 
to save at Kosmina’s feet in 
the 17th minute after Egan had 
cut the bali back from the left. 


Juventus didn’t create one 
clear-cut scoring chance in the 
first half. 

It created plenty of con- 
troversy, though. Like Tacco- 
ni, Sergio Brio should have 
been sent off. He let fly with 
an elbow which split Egan’s 
mouth which required stitches 
at half time. Johnston was 
bold enough to book Brio, who 
would have been sent off in 
almost any other part of the 
globe. 

Within two minutes of Brio's 
misdemeanour, Australia 
staggered Juventus by taking 
the lead. 

Watson swung over a corner 
to the near in the 42nd 
minute. Ratcliffe judged the 
flight of the ball to perfection, 
heading firmly and surprising 
Tacconi, who tried to get both 
hands to the ball but couldn’t 
stop it dropping into goal.

David Ratcliffe is 


set to stamp himself . 


as one of Australia’s 
greatest ever defend- 


ers. 

That’s the opinion of coach 
Frank Arok and many others 
who watched the St George 

central defender in action for 
Australia ‘‘A"’ 
tingham Forest in Brisbane. 

Ratcliffe was assigned the 
task of keeping Forest’s star 
striker Garry Birtles under 
contro] —a job which probably 
would ensure most defenders a 
sleepless night and a stomach 
full of butterflies. _ it 

But not Ratcliffe — undoubt- 
edly Australia’s answer to Ju- 
ventus’ ‘‘enforcer’’ Claudio 
Gentile. 

From the start, Ratcliffe let 
Birtles know who was boss. 
The Forest striker scarcely 
could move without Ratcliffe 
swooping in with a well timed 
tackle or a powerful header. 

But unlike many ruthless de- 
fenders, there was no malice 
in Ratcliffe’s challenges. His 
game is one of pure deter- 
mination and will to win. 

“Ratcliffe is definitely nud- 
ging on world class, and he is 
still improving,’’ Arok said.

NCE THE 


FAVORITE 


France has been installed as favorite to win 
the European Championship, which kicks off 
in Paris this week with the home team meet- 


ing Deumark. 
e two-week soccer festi- 
val features France, Den- 
mark, Belgium and Yugos- 
lavia in group one and West 
Germany, Portugal, Romania 
and Spain in group two. 
Appropriately the first arri- 
vals were the West Germans, 
seeking to defend the title they 
won in Rome four years ago 
when they beat Belgium 2-1. 


Six members of that victor- 
ious side — goalkeeper Toni 
Schumacher, defenders Karl- 
Heinz Foerster, Uli Stielike 
and Hans-Peter Briegel, and 
strikers Klaus Allofs and Karl- 
Heinz Rummenigge — are in 
the current squad, staying at 
the Saint-Germain-En-Laye 
training retreat of First Divi- 
sion paris Saint-Germain. 


They begin their bid to lift 
the trophy for the third time in 
four tournaments against Por- 
tugal in Strasbourg tomorrow 
(Thursday). 

The French squad, back 
from its unseasonal snowy re- 
treat at Font-Romeu in the 
Pyrenees, is set for what 
promises to be a glittering 
opener against the dashing 
Denmark of Allan Simonsen, 
Jesper Olsen and Soeren 
Lerby. 

Seven French towns will 
stage the 15 matches — Paris, 
Marseilles, Lyons, Nantes, 
Saint-Etienne, Strasbourg and 
Lens — and the organisers say 
they are close to achieving 
their goal of selling 85 per cent 
of the tickets. 

These fifth European 
championships are expected to 
gross 46 million francs (about 
$A6 million), with television 
rights accounting for 16 mil- 
lion francs (about $A2 million 
dollars) and advertising reve- 
nue 13 million francs ($A1.6 
million). 

More than 500 million francs 
($A60 million) have been spent 
on building and renovating sta- 
diums, the most costly being 
the new Beaujoire Stadium in 
Nantes (138 million francs — 
$A17 million) and the least the 
Parc Des Princes, which 
needed no work done. 


Construction costs at the 
Nantes Stadium spiralled 50 
per cent above the original es- 
timate and became a touchy 
point when there was a change 
of occupant in the mayor's 
office who was not happy with 
the situation he had inherited. 

The stadium was meant to 
be ready to stage a friendly be- 
tween France and Austria as 
its premiere last March. But 
the opening had to wait until 
May 8 when Romania, which 
will be back to face Portugal 
on June 20, took on the local 
club. 

One stadium, the Geoffroy 
Guichard in Saint-Etienne, 
needed specially deep founda- 
tions for new stands because it 
Stands on a coalmine. Another, 
the semi-final venue of the 
Stade Gerland in Lyons, is a 
listed historic monument site. 

Seven matches are already 
sold out, including all three at 
the Pare Des Princes: France 
v Denmark, West Germany v 
Spain and the June 27 final. 
The match which has so far at- 
tracted least interest is the 
Spain-Romania clash in Saint- 
Etienne, for which only a third 
of the tickets have gone. 

Spanis fans, perhaps dis- 
enchanted after their team’s 
flop at home in the 1982 World 
Cup, have shown little inter- 
est. 

West Germany (44,000), 
Denmark (43,000), Portugal 
(35,000) and Belgium (27,000) 
lead the way in the ticket de- 
mand, with Yugoslavia (3,000) 
and Romania (1,600), less sur- 
prisingly lagging behind. But 
Spain's modest ),600 demand 
remains a mystery. 

The championships will be 
covered by 1,600 journalists. 
France and West Germany 
supply most — 460 and 180 re- 
spectively — but others are 
coming from as far away as 
the Ivory Coast, Guinea, 
Qatar, the United Arab Emi- 
rates and Thailand. 

Statistics, however, will not 
bother the fans once they 
savor the skill of Platint, Rum- 
menigge, Simonsen and the 
rest. 


Doc boss at Wolves 


Former Manchester United manager Tommy Docherty 
returned to English soccer last weekend when he was 
appointed manager of Wolverhampton Wanderers, rele- 
gated from the First Division at the end of last season, 

Docherty’s fast job in England was at Preston where he was 
sacked in December 1981 after only 17 games in charge. 

Besides United, 56-year-old Docherty has also managed 
Chelsea, Rotherham, Aston Villa, Queen’s Park Rangers twice, 
Porto of Portugal, Australian clubs Sydney Olympic and South 
Melbourne Hellas and the Scottish national team. 

He said: “It has been afong wait but now | arm back in football 
with a big club — a club | feel has got a jot of potential." 

Docherty, who said he thought Wolves were the 16th club of 
which he had control, succeeds Graham Hawkins who wes 
sacked as manager in April just five days after the club was re- 


legated. 
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When Sunshine sacked Jim Mcintyre in 
1981, Dave O’Connor was appointed coach. 
it was ironic then that when Victorian State 
League club Broadmeadows last week 
sacked O'Connor, it should appoint McIntyre 


as his successor. 

But Broadmeadows’ move 
came as no surprise to O- 
Connor, 

“I knew that I wasn’t popn- 
lar with the committee and 
that my head had been on the 
chopping block for the past 
few weeks,” said the former 
Pan Hellenic, Brisbane Lions 
and Canberra player. 

What is surprising is that at 
least seven weeks ago my 
colleague, Les Shorrock, 
walked into our offices at 
**Soccer Action” and told me: 
**O’Connor’s getting the bullet 
from Broadmeadows and Jim 
MeclIntyre’s getting the job 
once he returns from Scot- 
Jand.”’ 

I didn’t believe Shorrock. 
More fool me. 

Shorrock had been told of 
the pending move by a State 
League board of management 
member, who is a high ranking 
official at a rival State League 
club. It seems that not even 
the rapport between some club 
officials is strong enough to 
keep such information secret. 

McIntyre, who has coached 
Broadmeadows in 1982 and 
1983, returned from a holiday 
in Scotland about five weeks 
ago. Broadmeadows made its 
move on Monday, last week. 

“T got a phone call from 
Peter Cardona, the secretary. 
He said that he wanted to see 
me the following day and that 
what he had to say really 
shouldn’t be said over the 
phone,”’ said O'Connor. 

“YT put it to him that I had 
been sacked and he confirmed 
my suspicions. He said that 
despite his attempts to hold

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the committee off for weeks, 
they had finally decided to act. 

“The committee wanted to 
have too much say. Although 
they didn’t directly interfere 
in team selection, they always 
let me know what they thought 
about it. I used to get the odd 
phone call to let me know that 
the boys weren’t happy. I’d 
ask: What boys? The answer 
would be: The committee. I’d 
reply: Stuff the committee, 
I’m only worried about the 
players.”” 

Broadmeadows is in State 
Lague for the first time. It fin- 
ished third in Metro First Divi- 
sion last year but won promo- 
tion due to the vacancies 
caused by the exodus of Green 
Gully, Croatia, Juventus and 
Sunshine-George Cross to the 
National League. But things 
haven't worked out so far. 
Right now, Broadmeadows is 
propping up the State League- 
ladder 

Perhaps the squad isn't good 
enough for State League. 
Perhaps O'Conndr made mis- 
takes. What does Cardona 
think? 

“We felt that we weren't 
going anywhere.... it’s very 
hard to say really.... the 
team didn’t have enough spir- 
it.... maybe a change might 
bring back that spirit,’’ he 
said, as he searched for an ap- 
propriate answer. 

“Jim had been with us for 
two years and we know that he 
can get things moving. We're 
not pointing the finger at Da- 
vid.”’ 3 

O'Connor doesn't share 
Cardona's view about the lack 
of spirit among the players. 
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Here’s what Hans van Breukelen of Forest 
and Manchester United guest player Frank 
Worthington had to say when | caught up 
with them in Melbourne last week. 


Pless: What are your views 
on the current state of the 
English national team? 

Worthington: There are still 
some good players around in 
England, and there are some 
pretty good teams, It’s just a 
pity that we can’t put it all to- 
gether nationally, Our inter- 
national team is going through 
a bad spell at the moment and 
until they start playing all the 
best players in the country in- 
stead of those that can run all 
day but have only average 
ability, then we'll stay in de- 
cline. 

Pless: You’ve always been 
regarded as one of the most

skilful players, the type to do 
flashy things in a match. Has 
this ever put you out of favour 
with managers who may 
prefer the harder, tougher 
type of player? 

Worthington: To suggest 
that managers look only for 
harder-type players is nonsen- 
se. You've got to have your 
blend of skilful players and 
other players that can run 
about and work hard at the 
physical aspects of the game. 
But, you definitely have got to 
have your players with ability 
and skill. 

Pless: Are you enjoying 
your tour as a guest player 
with Manchester United and 
what happens after this? 


Worthington: 1 am enjoying 
the tour with United. They are 
a great club and I'm pleased to 
be able to play for them. I'll be 
joining Brighton for the next 
English season.

Pless: Hans, what are your 
thoughts on English football? 

Van Breukelen: Com- 
petitive-wise, it’s the best 
league in the world. Every 
game is so competitive, it’s 
unbelievable. There are no 
easy games in the English 
League at all and that’s what 
makes it so spectacular for the 
crowds. 
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“I'd worked really hard at 
getting a good spirit among the 
lads. The atmosphere in the 
dressing room and at training 
had been great for the past few 
weeks even though the results 
weren't coming,”’ he said. 


So why sack O'Connor? 


“Well, it’s not entirely 
David's fault. He’s not solely 
to blame for the situation 
we’re in. I’ve got a lot of con- 
fidence in Jim. We had four 
Names to consider as David’s 
replacement but the other 
three would have had the same 
problems David had — having 
to start from scratch without 
knowing the players,’ said 
Cardona. 

Does Broadmeadows need 
new players? 

‘Definitely,’ said Cardona. 

“We need at least two stri- 
kers. We're been in touch with 
a couple of players in Western 
Australia but one of them 
would cost us about $8,000 and 
he’s a visa player. We’re also 
looking overseas.”’ 


So where does O’Connor go 
from here? 

He’s been in Australia for 12 
years and moved to Victoria, 
from Canberra, in 1979 to 
become player-coach of Rich- 
mond in the Metro Second 
Division. With O'Connor in 
charge, Richmond won promo- 
tion to Division One 

O'Connor signed as a player 
for Preston Makedonia in 1981 
but missed the entire season 
due to a bad hamstring injuty 
and late in the 1981 season took 
over from McIntyre as coach 
of Sunshine. The Shiners, 
under O'Connor, finished run- 
ners-up in the Dockerty Cup

Pless: Are there any differ- 
ences in the skills of English 
players as compared to conti- 
nental players? 


Van Breukelen: The individ- 
ual skills of continental 
players are better than those 
of English players but the 
team performance of an Eng- 
lish side is so solid. That’s the 
reason why English sides are 
so hard to beat and why they 
are doing so well in European 
competition. 


Pless: I believe you shortly 
will be leaving Nottingham 
Forest? 


Van Breukelen: Yes, I'll be 
joining PSV Eindhoven, the 
big club sponsored by the 
Philips company and, hopeful- 
ly, I've made the right career 
decision, but, you never know. 

Pless: Why are you retur- 
ning to Holland? 

Van Breukelen: The main 
reason is so that I can play for 
my country again. When I left 
Holland to join Forest, I 
missed national team games 
because of injury and because 
I wasn't always released by 
the club. There’s still the prob- 
lem of the 36-year-old Piet 
Schrijvers in goal, but, I feel 
that 1 can become the number 
one. 

Pless: Can Holland qualify 
for the 1986 World Cup? 

Van Breukelen: It might be 
possible because we're in a 
group with Austria, Hungary 


and Cyprus, although we didn t 
do too well in the last couple of 
years. We should have made 
the Eurovean Championships 
this year jut Spain beat Malta 
by the extra-ordinary score of 
12-1 to go through, when we 
should really have gone 
through. We're rebuilding 
now. We have a lot of young- 
sters and I’m one of the older 
lads and I’m just 27, so I think 
we'll have a bright future. 
Let’s hope so anyway. 

Pless: Has the great Johan 
Cruyff ever scored against 
you? 

Van Breukelen: I've only 
played against him in a friend- 
ly. My club, Utrecht, beat his 
club, the Los Angeles Aztecs, 
4-1 and he scored their goal. 
When I played for Utrecht in 
the Dutch League, Cruyff was 
playing in Spain and in Amer- 
ica. When he did return to play 
for Ajax, the day Utrecht were 
due to play Ajax, Cruyif was 
injured. 

Pless: What are your im- 
pressions of Australian soc- 
cer? 

Van Breukelen: I was im- 
pressed with Western Austra- 
lia, who we beat 4-1. We also 
played Australia in Adelaide 
and I think they did remark- 
ably well. They look very fit 
and it will amaze me if they 
don’t qualify for the World 
Cup. I don’t think the countries 
in this region are physical 
enough to match Australia.
